At Washington^ D.C* 



Confidential Infomant R-1 advised that at 1:0$ p.a. on 
1 October 19$U JDKK E.A. irallced iiest on the south side of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, iBth Street* to 19th Street* Ho then crossed to the north 

side of Pennsylvaila Avenue and walSred west to 18tb Street, NVf* According 
to R-l, A then walked north on the west side of l8th Street, Nff, to H Street, 
H9f, where be met the SUBJECT. 



At 1;1$ p»n. R-1 advised that SUBJECT and A entered the park 
located on the north side of Pennsylvania Avenue, NH, between 18th Street 
and 19th Street, opposite the entrance of the Roger Smith Hotel. According 
to R«-i the SUBJECT and A sat on a bench In the paik and conversed until 
1:20 p.n» at which time they wslked out of the park at the northwest comer 
of iBth Street and Pennsylvania Avenue, HV, and walked east on the north 
side of Pennsylvania Avenue, HYT, to 17tb Street, NV* SUBJECT and A then 
walked north' on* the* weAt side of 17th Street, to I Street, HV, and 
then east on the south side of I Street, NW, to l5th Street/ NTT* According 
to R-1 they then crossed l$th Street, NW, and walked south on the ea^ 
side of l$th Street, NVT, a^ entered the 823 Restaurant, 823 l5th Street, 
W, at l:UO p.m* 

R-1 advised that he was not aware of any unnsual occurrences 
during the period 1:0$ p.m. to 1;U0. 

At 2:$0 p.m* according to E-1, the SUBJECT and A cane out of 
the 823 Restaurant and conversed a few minutes while standing on^ the 
sidewalk in firont of the restaurant. A then left the SUBJECT and walked 
north on the arast side of l$th Street, NV, to X Street, HW, and east on 
the south side of I Street, HIT, to llith Street, NW. According to R-1 
A tlien turned the comer and headed south on the west side of Ikt^h Street, 
HVT, in the direction of H Street, NW. 



R-1 advised that he had no further knowledge of A’s activities 
on 1 October 19$U» 

Confidential Infomant R-2 advised that the SUBJECT at 
2:$0 p.m* after a brief conference with A in front of the 823 Restaurant, 
823 l5tb Street, HW, left A and proceeded south on the east side of 
l$th Street, NW. R-2 stated that In the vlcihlty. of H Street, NW, an 
individual .proceeded in the same direction|^as the SUBJECT at a constant 
distance behind the SUBJECT which afforded^Va good position had this 
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individual dealzolto obs.^tve the SUBJECT. This individual is described 
as foUons: age, fort 7 -s^n> height, 9^'J ireight, 1$0 pounds; hair, 
dull or diarty-light brown, bald on top; build, thih; complexion, tanned** 
ruddjr; peculiarities, angular face, high prominent cheek bones; apparel, 
tan suit, blue shirt, dark blue tie with white prints, oovert colored 
snsqp-brianed hat. 

This in;kvidaal maintained his position behind the SUBJECT 
from the vicinity of l5th and M Streets, EW, to the vicinity of the 
northwest comer of Pennsylvania Avenue and liith Street; EV. During this 
period he walked in a casual oaxuier and appeared to be observing people 
or buildings both ahead of him and on the opposite side of l$th Street, Eff. 

According to R«-2, at 3:10 p.mi upon reaching the northwest 
corner of Pennsylvania Avenue and llith Street, EVT, the SUBJECT crossed to 
the center of Pennsylvania Avemie and took a position on the platform to 
await a streetcar. In doing this, according to R-2, the SUBJECT faced 
north toward the VUlard Hotel, and ^ipeared to observe closely persons 
standing or walking along the sidewalk on the north side of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, EW. 

R-2 advised that the aforiflsentioned unidentified individual 
hesitated at the northwest comer of Pennsylvania Avamie,tfid lUth Street, 
EW, as the SUI^CT took his position on the streetcar platform, and as the 
SUBJECT tuziied toward the noirth side of Pennsylvania Avenue, EW, this 
individual turned in the opposite direction from the streetcar platform, 
took a few steps, glanced back in the direction of the streetcar platfona, 
and' then proceeded north on the west side of lUth Street, EW. According 
to R-2 this individual walked up lUth Street ,EW, b^,ond the southeast 
. entrance of the Willa rd Hotel for a short distance -and then reversed his 
direction and entered the ibth Sti*eet entrance of the Willard Hotel. 
Aceordjbig to Ht 2, this individual entered the hotel bar, seated himself 
and ordered a drink* 

R-2 advised that at about this time the SUBJECT boarded a 
streetcar bound in an easterly direction. 

At 3:1:5 P*nu, according to R-2, the tuiidentlfied individual 
came out 6f the Willard Hotel Bar, walked out the 13 th Street exit'’ofcthe 
hotel and walked west on the north side of Pennsylvania Avenue ,EW, to 
ijth Stmet^; EW. He then walked south on l5th Street, EW, and crossed 
the street into^ the Ellipse at the rear of the White House and sat on a 
park bench. 
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kt U:20 accordlDg to R-2^ this indlvldaal walked south 

through the Ellipse to Constitution Avenue, east on the north side of 
Constitution Avenue to 15th Street; north on the east side of 15th Street, 
crossed Pennsylvania Avenue, Nif, and entered the l5th Street entrance of 
the Washington Hotel. 

R*2 stated that the unidentified individual sat in tbel>ti^ 
of the Washington Hotel until Utli5p»in* at tihich tins he caiae out of the 
l5th Street entrance of the hotel carzying luggage and entered an aizport 
liBiousine at iit50 p.m* 

R«-2 stated that he had no further knowledge of the unidentified 
individuals activities on 1 October 195U-
